WOUNDED AT BELCHITE, OFFICER IN LOYALIST ARMY RETURNS TO C. S.—PRAISES 
YANKS IN SPAIN’S INTERNATONAL BRIGADE

There was a big celebration in 
a Wilkes-Barre Pa., miner's shack 
last Saturday night when dozens 
of his pals gathered to welcome 
Steve Nelson home. 

They told him he hadn't 
changed much since that day last 


March when he packed a suitcase | 


and left the anthracite country to. 
fight for democracy.in Spain. 
But as they patted him on 
Back and shook his hand, the 
miners noticed a vivid, crimson 
scar across Steve's throat, near 
the jugular vein. It was a mark 
left by a fascist machine-gun 
that turned its muzzle on Steve 
as he led his boys into action 
near Belchite two months ago. 


GOOD PALS 

Otherwise, Steve, for 5 months 
at the front as commissar of the 
Lincoln Battalion, and later, com- 
missar of the 15th Brigade, hadn't 
changed. He was still a car- 
penter and miner who listened 
to the problems of his pals and 
showed them how to meet them, 
just as he has done since 1924 
when he joined the Communist 
Party, and became one of its best 
organizers in the heavy industries 
of Steve's native state, Pennsyl- 
vania. 

So Steve, a big, blue-eyed, 
husky fellow, told them he was 
more interested in what was hap- 
pening in anthracite than in talk- 
ing about himself. The miners 
told him of labor’s part in the 
elections, how layoffs were ‘com- 
ing thick and fast and of the 
hard times they were having. 

Then they made Steve sit down 
and teli them about Spain, 


NEED MORE MEN 


“First of all,” he told them, 
“I want to make a little appeal. 
These wounds put me out of ac- 
tion and I'm no longer a spring 
chicken as far as age goes. I 
came home because I was sure 
there would be plenty of Amer- 


ans willing to take my place.” ~~} 


Nelson repeated that appeal 
in the Daily Worker office yes- 
terday after he returned from. 
Wilkes-Barre. That Interna- 
tional Brigade is such a darned 
inspiring thing, such a bulwark 
against fascism, that I can't 
help talking about it.

Mark Sullivan, arch-reactionary columnist 
on the Tory Herald Tribune, yesterday struck 
a tone that smacks of the Ku Klux Klan.

These hand-picked stooges of the reac- 
tionary open shoppers recommended Federal, 
State or Municipal supervision over the trade 
unions and asked the State legislature to 
make the unions “amenable to the laws 
which govern business generally.“ 


Although phrased in apparently harmless 
language, this proposal actually calls for in- 
corporation of the trade unions. It is de- 
signed to wreck the labor movement, which 
is already hamstrung by numerous anti-la- 
bor laws. 

By stating that “factional struggles” in 
the trade unions are major causes of “labor 
disturbances,” the Jury is attempting to 
whitewash the reactionary sweatshop em- 
ployers. It is trying to cover up the cesspool 
of anti-labor corruption in District Attor- 
ney Geoghan’s office, so clearly shown in 
Geoghan's handling of the Druckman mur- 
der case. 

Such “labor disturbances” are caused by 
the failure of Geoghan and his fellow offi- 
cials to really fight the open shop robbers, 


who seek to deprive labor of the right to live 
decently. 

In the style of the Liberty League and 
“police club” Mahoney, the Jury’s present- 
ment declares that the labor unions invade 
the “individual’s freedom of action in making 
his livelihood.” This is the argument of the 
reactionary vigilantes who, under guise of 
the “right. to work” movement, set out to 
break up the heroic steel workers strikes 
with violence and terror.
